_ They had Wooll, inall refpetts as good, and 
in Price much Cheaper than we ¢ they had all 
- the Artifts, the Methods, the Tools, and the 
_ very Manner of the Englijh. 

- They Employ’d promifcuoufly the fame Pec- 
4 ple, and made the very fame Individual Sorts;

 Englifh Manufaéture, 

4 Stuff, or Cloth Abroad, fhould not be able to 
_ know, whether it came from England or Ire- 
 dand, but by the Seals, Town Marks, or fome 
_ fuch Accidental Diftin&ion. 

___ Thefe were Rivals indeed for, added to 
this, they had all the Advantagesof Cheapnefs 
_ of Labour, and eipecially to Spain, Portugal, 
_ and the Streights, Cheapnefs of Carriage. 
Mere was nothing to hinder, but that the 
~ Englifo Trade muft have fallen at the Foot of 
the Jrifh, and our Manofaéture might, in time, 
~ have been all Tranfpofed to that Country, and 
’ with it our Wealth, our Wooll, and our Peo- 
ple 5 fur asthe more Goods were made in /re- 
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land, the lefs muft have been made in England ; 
the rifing of the Manufaéture in one place, muft 
have been the falling of itin another; the Ad- 
vantages they had ofus inthe Trade, enabling 
them to make their Goods equal in Goodnefs, 
and Cheaper in Price, the Trade muft by natu- 
rls aaahid Confequence, have foon been 
theirs. 

But now let usExaminethe Cafe Abroad, we 
have a great Difcourfe here of being Under- 
fold, and of the Dutchand French being our 
Rivals Abroad: Pardon me, Gentlemen, if I 
am of the Opinion, there is little or nothing in 
it, and that I affirm, 

There is no fuch thing as any Nation Rival- 
ing the Englifh in their Manufactures. 

The Article of Underfelling, has been alrea- 
dy Examin’d, and, I think’tis plain, no Nati- 
on, take Value for Value, account Weight for 
Inches, as the Horfe-Courfers call it, can Under- 
fell us. 

Rivalling muft confift of Imitatiohs, Simili- 
tudes, Outvying, or Exceeding in Goodnefs, 
in Beauty, or in Price; in either of thefe, no 
Nation under Heaven, can pretend to come 
up tous, and indeed, do not pretend to it- 

They will make Cloth, Druggets, and Stuffs 
indeed, but they muft be meaner in Value, or 
Equal in Price; and where then is the Ri- 
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And this muft be plain, from the Price thofe 


Nations will give for our Wooll, which car- 
ries with it, thefe Unanfwerable Arguments. 

1+ That their own Wooll, but as mix’d with 
ours, will not perform, will not make the 
Goods they want. 

2. That with our Wooll, they muft Enhance 
the Price. : ; 

Tis plain, that Englifh Wooll is often fold in 
France for 1 5. 6d. per lib. to 2s. in Bulk, and in 
fmaller Quantities for more ; and this muft be 
fuppofed, the great Reafon, why {uch Rifques 
are run for the Exportation of it. . 

Ii then Foreigners cannot work their own 
Wooll without ours, if they can afford to give 


double the Price for ours, is it poffible thefe- 


fhould-ever be our Rivals to any Confiderable 
Damage ? 
In Holland, and in Germany, they make 
Cloths, but as their Wooll is Mean, Courfe, 
and Unfit for the Work; they make them -ac- 
cordingly; and to fay many Countries ufe them 
for Cheapnefs, inftead of ours, is to fay nothing, 
that isnota Rivaling usatall,but an Evil in the 
Humour, a Poverty of the Buyer, which no 
‘Nation can Cure; as if the Englifh Nation, by 
Poverty, or Humour, fhould refolve to Drink 
‘nothing but Beer, and make their Malt an- 
fwer the End of the Foreigners Grape 3 all the 
Vine-Dzeflers in the World cannot anfwer ; for 
that unlefs they would bring their Wines 
down to the Price of Small Beer; fo indeed, if 
we Will lower our Broad-Cloths below the Price 
of an Jrifo Blanket, fomething may be faid, but 
this cannot be done, > 
. Thofe are properly Impoffibilitits in Trade, 
which cannot ‘be done to Advantage ; People 
may be faid not to ‘be able to do in Trade, 
what they candot do with Profit, and to get by. 
In this fence, no Foreiga Nation can Rival 
the Englifh Manufaétures; they cannot make 
them Equal in Goodnefs ; we du now Under- 
fell all the World, Value for Value ; ond while 
this is true, we may receive fome Damage, by 
meaner Scoundre] Goods crowding to the Mar- 
ket, and by the Humour of fome Nations, that 
will Drink Snvall Beer, rather than Wine ; but 
we cannot falfer any Capital Blow in Trade, 
while we keep up the Goodnefs of our Manufa- 
tures Abroad, in which none can come upto us- 
I’ we fink the Value, we fetail the World 
into our Trade; we bring our Wine down to 
Snail Beer, which all Men will make asSheag 
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as we; we raife Rivals upon us, and ruine our 
own Trade. Based Bit 
Thus, I think, I nave maae out, at leaft, to 
the beft ofmy Capacity, that we are not Rival’d 
in Trade, by any Foreign Nation; that Low’re 
ing our Wages, would ruine our Poor, reduce 
the Value of our Manufaétures, and let in In- 
numerable Mi(chiefs upon us- Lj 


He Obfervations of our Society being 
Adjourn’d a little, for the fake of more 
Material Bufinefs, fome needful Remarks, will 
for fome time to come fupply its place ; and the 
firft, as promifed in our laft, refers to the Scots, 
as follows.»

_Hangd for Marrying or Stealing, that worfe 

than Strumpet, Mrs. Plea/—t Riwl—s, againft

_ her Voluntary Agreement; the Romifh Priefts, 

and Multicudes of others, are againft them in 

this Article. 

Nor may the Contradiétions pretended in the
